AW IN RESTRAINT OF TRADE? 
A recent act of Congress touching the ini:- 


tating of coinage, domestic and foreign, and the 


use of negotiable paper answering the purpose of 
money, is causing anxiety to many persons engaged 
in business, The laws in question are as follows: 
(1.) Whoever, except as authorized by law, | 

pass or attempt to utter or pass any of 
gold or silver or other metal or, alloys of met-. 
als intended for the use — of current 
ance of coins of 
the United States or of foreign countries or 
of original design, shall be not more than 
$3000 or imprisoned not more than five years, 
er both. 


(2.) No person shall make, issue, circu 
ligation for a less sum than | 
one dollar intended to cireulate as money or 
to be received as or usediin lieu of lawful 
money of the United States, and every person 
so offending shall be fined not more $500 
or be imprisoned not more than six months, 


or 
The first section embodies little if any new leg- 


islation, ‘It was probably enacted for the purpose | 


of suppressing the use of ‘certain metal checks 
given in payment of a debt. In many instances 
these metal checks can only be cashed at the cor- 
poration storé or at saloons. use of this 
method of payment is unjust the wage-earner 
and dangerous in driving him to saloons to cash 
his checks. Probably where this last practice pre- 
vails the saloons, tod, are conducted by the cor- 
porations or these have a rake-off from the profits. 
It is the second section that is causing so much 
trouble. The law needs adjudication before we 
shall know exactly what its sebpe will prove to be. 
It is generally assumed.that it forbids the draw- 
ing of any check for a less sum than $1. On the 
surface, it looks as if such ‘a construction would 
be upheld. The section is not very definite and 
some argme that it forbids the use of such evi- 
dence of indebtedness as bread tickets, mea! tick- 
ets and street-car tickets. It is found convenient 
by milk sellers and bakers who sell a pint or a 
loaf for five cents to sell six tickets entitling the 
holder to six pints of milk or six loaves of bread 
for a quarter. The question is whether these 
practices are forbidden by this act of Congress. 
As to forbidding the drawing of a bank check 
for less than $1, if the act is intended to prohibit 
that practice we do not hesitate to say that it is 
an error. To speak very plainly, it is none of the 
government's business whether a check be drawn 
for a cent or a million dollars, so long as it is an 
honest check and will be honored at the bank. 

As to the issuance of milk, bread and car tick- 
ets, we can scarcely conceive that Congress in- 
tended to forbid the use of these conveni- 
ences. If a case were brought under the law it 
would probably be held by the court that these bits 
of pasteboard are not intended to be used as mon- 


ey. They are rather evidences of indebtedness, 


and ought to be so construed. For example, a 
householder advances to the milkman or the baker 
a dollar, to be used in payment of the milk or the 
bread left at the house. The whole dollar's worth 
of milk or bread is not needed at once, but each 
either is of these tick- 
recei a receipt fo

“WHITE SLAVE” BILL PASSES. 
House Favors Drastic Law to Prevent 
Traffic in Immoral Women and 
Punish Offenders. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, Jan, 12.—By a viva 
Voce vote the House today pessed the 

Bennett-Sabath “white-slave” bill. 

The “white-siave” Dill is the result 
of an investigation of traffic itn alien 
women made by the National Immi- 
gration Commission. Provision is 
made for the deportation and exciu- 
sion of immoral aliens and for the 
exclusion and punistimept of their 
procurers. Traffic in imnforal women 
becomes subject to the restrictions of 
interstate commerce lawe. 

Immigration laws are amended so as 
to exclude persons who are supported 
by or who receive proceeds from the 
prostitution of aliens, and provision is 
made for the criminal prosecution of 
persons who shall harbor alieng for 
the purpose of prostitution. Any alien 
inmate of a house of prostitution and 
any alien who in any y assists such 
an inmate are made lla to deporta- 
tion, 

The measure makes if a crime pun- 
ishable by a fine of not more than 
$5000 and imprisonment for not more 
than ten years for any person to pro- 
cure a ticket for eny person to go 
from one State to another to engage 
in prostitution.
